FARM WOODLOTS 


Rapld Increase In Value 
i Timber Scarcity 


With the increasing inaccessibility 
of the forests and the consequent 
high price of wood, the small wooded 
areas common on the farms of east- 
ern Canada are also increasing in 
economic value, They frequently 
occupy soils unfitted for agrfculture 
and with a little care can be made. to 
furnish the farmer with a continuous 
revenue in fuel, fence-posts, ee 
poles and structural ‘timber. 

Unfortunately these wood-lots are| 
frequently allowed to deteriorate 
through carelessness or lack of know- 
ledge on the part of the farmer. He 
takes great care to farm his agricul- 
tural lands to the, best. advantage, but 
often fails to realize that by farming 
his wood-lot with the same care, he 
could get the same increase in produc- 
tiveness, Cattle and weeds are not 
permitted in a wheat-field, yet in the 
woodlot the cattle range at will, and 
instead of removing the weed-trees the 
farmer allows thege to increasé in 
humber, removing only the trees best 
suited to his purpose. 

To save the farmer fre‘: himself, 
the Dominion Government has. ap- 
pointed a technical forester with head- 
quarters at the Forestry Branch, Ot- 
tawa, whose principal duty is to ans- 
wer all inquiries, and give free advice 
on these matters. If necessary, ar- 
rangements can be made for a person- 
al inspection of woodland properties 
by this expert. No conditions are 
imposed on the owner of the wood- 
land,sit being assumed that he who is 
anxious for advice will accept it when 
given, The expert looks over the 
stand, determines what species of 
trees are best suited to the soil and to 
the local market, shows how to im- 
prove the character of the crop and 
its rate of growth by proper thinnings, 
and, if desired, gives advice regarding 
tree- planting, hardwood-coppicing, 
felling-methods and the most profit- 
able sizes to be grown. 

Further information on this subject 
can be obtained by writing to the 
Forestry Branch, Ottawa.

Pearl oysters are found ata 4 
of from 6 to 80 fathoms, Women w: 
are employed in Ja: for the 
dive to the bottom without any speo- 
fal apparatus and retain thelr breath 
when under water. . 

They disdain the use of welgh 
to help them in thelr descent ani 
can remain below the surface from 
one to two minutes—in a few in- 
stances as long as three minutes— 
without experiencing any ill effects, 

In the cold weather they will dive 
for an hour and then return to shore 
and warm themselves at the fire 
spectally built for this purpose, re- 
suming thelr work again after partak- 
ing of a frugal meal of rice and fish. 

The divers range in age from 13 to 
40 years, It has been found, how- 
ever, that those from 25 to 35 make 
the best workers because of their phy- 
sical strength and experience. Some 
lof these women will bring to the sur- 
} face a score, or even 50 oysters Ina 
;minute from a depth of 13 fathoms, 
Partly to realise what this means you

The 
wages paid range from 12 to 60 cents 
a day. The highest: ever paid {is 
$1.25.

In some 
sections the rainfall will permit of el- 
ther spring or autumn planting, while 
f» others plants can only be successful- 
by sct during the fall. 

Selection of Soil, 

Tbe soll considered best snifed to the 
enitivation of the strawberry in the 
northeastern part of the United States 
$s what,is known asa sandy or gravel- 
Jy loarw. A warm, quick soll, althougtt 
naturally poor, is to be preferred to a 
heavy, retentive soll well supplied with 
pliant food, ‘Ihe lacking plant food can 
easily be supplied by the addition ot 
fertilizers, while the physical charac- 
teristics of the soll ean only be modi- 
fied witb great difficulty by cultivation, 
drainage avd the addition of organic 
matter, Congenital soll and exposure 
are therefore important considerations, 
The plauts not only thrive better on 
ight soils, but the crop is more abun- 
dant, and the berries are larger and 
swecter, The period of matority can 
also be wodified within reasonable lim- 
fis by selecting solls which force or re- 
tard ripening, by securing southern oF 
eastern exposures, which give the plants 
the advantage of the frst warm days 
ef spring, or by placing them on north- 
erp avd western slopes, where by the 
ase of heavy mu'cbes the time of tip 
ening may be delayed as much as ten 
@ays, and by the use of late ripenlng 
gurts cap be extended even longer, 

‘The Jand to be devoted to the grow- 
{ng of strawberries should, If possible, 
be planted tp a cultivated crop, such 
fs potatoes, beavs or corn, at least one 
year previous to settling the plants, in 
order that the Jarvae of such insects 
6s wireworms, white grubs, cutwortns, 
ete., may be as completely eliminated | 
as possible.

Plants with small crowns—t e, a 
moderate growth of Jeaves—and with 
an abundant development of fibrous 
roots fre the most desirable.

Tiorticultural varieties of strawber 
Ties occur with Imperfect (or pistillate) 
flowers as well as with perfect flow- 
ers (those containing both stamens and 
pistils), It is important that the plant- 
er give careful attention to this point 
in making bis plantation, as a patch 
made up of pistillate sorts alone will 
be unproductive, while many such 
sorts when properly interspersed with 
perfect flowered varieties bave proved 
to be our largest fruited sorts and most 
prolific bearers. There is no way of 
distinguishing the perfect from the 
imperfect plants when not in bloom. 

When to Set the Plants, 

There are several considerations 
whieh govern the time and manner of 
The tine 
to plant depends Ip humid regions more 
upon the rainfall than upon any other 
factor, If there are not timely rains 
at the planting senson to give the 
plants an opportunity to establish 
themselves the stand will be uneven, 
with the result that more work will be 
required to keep tbe land free from 
weeds and more trouble will be neces- 
sary to get the blank spaces occupied 
by runners from the plants that sur 
vive, The plants that withstand the 
drought are checked and dwarfed. 
They seldom’ recover so as to make 
either satisfactory croppers or plant 
producers. It is most satisfactory aud 
most economical, therefore, to choose 
that season which offers most advan- 
tages at planting time, other things be- 
ing equal Ip general there are only 
two seasons for plavting—spring and 
fali—but ip some lovalities sy plant: 
ing should be done tn April or May by 
the use of the preceding season's 

Inuts, while in others It may be done 

June from the crop of runners of 


' the same season. 


In irrigated regions planting can be 
done at whatever season the work will 
give best results to future crop pro- 
duction. In bumid regions ratufall ts 
a determining factor, In the northern 
half of tbe prairie region west of the 
Mississippi spring planting gives best 
resuits. In the middle AUantic states 
the work is divided between spring 
and Angust planting, with the balance 
in favor of the latter in some lovcall- 
tics. In New England the work ts 
chiefly confined to tbe spring mouths, 
although there are enthusiastic advo- 
cates of fall planting. Lp coast states 
south of New York Angust nnd Sep- 
tember planting 1s most estensively 
practiced, particularly wpon the more 
retentive solls.

In 1912 Canada peoducec a little 
over 200 million bushels of wheat; 
when she has fifty millions of people 
she should be producing 1,000 million 
bushels per annum, or a third more 
than is now produced annually by 
either Russia or the United States, 
the two great wheat-producing coun- 
tries of the world. 

In 1902 we had 18,000 miles of 
steam railway; in 1912 we haa 26,000 
In that ten years we added 8,060 miles 
of railway. If we keep on building 
railways st that rate we shall have 
58,000 miles in 1950, or enough rail- 
ways to make an iron belt around the 
waist of old Mother Earth; another 
around the poles and still have en- 
ough left to go twice across Canada. 

To-day Canada has only two persona 
to a square mile, while the United 
States has 21 and England and Wales 
ho8. By 1950, if we get the fifty mil- 
lion people, we will have fourteen 
people to the square mile. 

To-day Canada has 33 million acres 
of land under cultivation; in 1950 we 
should have 150 millions under culti- 
vation if the people do not all flock 
into the towns and cities.

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SCHOOL GARDENS — 


Ontario Is Making Rapi:' Strides in 
This Direction. ' 


The school garden movement is 
making encouraging progress if On- 
taric, During 1912, two hundred and 
fift.. schools shared in the distribu- 
tion Of, material, which consisted of 
collections of forest 
from the Norfolk forestry farm; pac. 
kets of barley, alfalfa, lettuce, onion 
seed, flax, and other seeds for experi- 


ymental plots, all of which was sent 


out free. Material for which a charze 
was) made consisted ‘of flower and 
vegetable seeds for the school gardev 
or the child's .home garden, tulip 
bulbs for fall planting, vines.for d2- 
corating the school or covering out- 
buildings, shrubbery for planting on 
the school grounds. The schools shar- 
ing in the Wor: are mostly in We-t- 
ern Ontario, bat some schools in the 
newer parts of the provinee have 
joined in the work. j 

Durirg 1913, seed will be supplied, 
free on the understanding tha’ it is 
to be used strictly “for educadjonal 
purposes. School’ progress elnbs will 
be promoted and othér plans develop- 
ed for further extension of the setool 
garden idea. And the spread of tts 
system should result in making the 
rural schoo! a place with . beautiful 
surroundings, a ‘cradle -of scientilie 
agriculture, and a practical training 
ground for making raw schoo!boys iu- 
to skilled farmers. 

A sample record of an experiment 
in the sowing of barley, mad: by 4 
pupil ir: Waterloo County, shows the 
following net results: Four sowinss 
were made, May 10th, 23rd, 3ist, and 
June 12th; seeds germinated (in or- 
der) May 20th, 29th, June Gth, June 
16th; estimated yield per acre (in or- 
der of sowing) 25 bushels, 20 bushels, 
15 bushels, 10 bushels; quality of 
seed, good, fair, fair, small. Surely 
this will prove a practical demonstra- 
tion, to this boy and his schoolmates, 
of the vaiue of early sowing! 

Of course, the success of this work 
depends upon intelligent directions, 
in the first instance, by the depart- 
ment, and in the detailed working out 
of instructions, by the teacher. ‘To 
qualify the Public School teacher for 
efficient work in elementary agricul- 
ture special training of Normal grad- 
uates is given in connection with tha 
Agriculture! College; summer school 
sessions are also held and winter 
reading ‘courses outlined. Special cer- 
tificates in Elementary Agriculture 
anl Horticulture are issued to teaeh- 
ers passing the requisite examina- 
tions. 

One of the great obstacles ta the 
successful teaching of agriculture in 
the rural school jis the large number 
of classes and the wide curriculum 
to be handled, in so many schools, by 
an single teacher. The consolidation 
plan now so successfully operated in 
Manitoba, would give, in place of four 
or five of the present smaller schools, 
one large school located centrally, 
and with arrangements for the con- 
v-yanee of children to the school.

Mont Royal a Volcano? 

The St. Lawrence region is very 
frequently visited by very remarkable 
earth tremors, says a recent writer.

Not Many Infidels. 

While seventy thousand Montreal- 
crs do not go to church, there are
